| This scene, with slight variations, is 
enacted almost every day in some of 
the large dry- stores in the cities. 
Shoplifters seldom tnovade exclusive 
jewelry stores, al the big whole- 
sale dry-goods establishments that sell 
jewelry are compelled to exercise more 
than usval vigilance in that depart- 
ment. ‘Their ways of working are 
pretty much alike,’’ said a superintend- 
ent of floor-walkers in one of the large 
Chicago stores. “The professional 
shoplifter seldom makes a purchase. 
She goes one counter toe another, 
generally choosing a busy day for her 
operations so that she can glide out 
into the Crowd after getting what sho 
wants. Some of them are handsome, 
distinguished looking women, who 
would not be taken for thieves if soen 
on tho strect. Gonerally they are well 
dressed and have 2 number of capacious 
pockets in their skirts, into which val- 
uable silks can be easily dropped. Som; 
of these pockets are large enough to 
conceal an entire roll of silk without 
giving any external indication of the 
rolL”’ 

‘Do you employ private dotectives to 
watch such persons?” asked a roporter 
| of the Chicago Ilcral4. 

*“‘No; our own employes look after 
them. We bave three young man here 
who know eyery professional shoplifter 
in the city, and when onc comes in she 
is immediately put under close sarveil- 
lance. They seldom escape witb stolen 
goods. Some of our salesladiecs are

frequently catsed the arrest of per- 
sons on a word from them. In fact, I 
may Say that several of our lady em- 
ployes are very successful detectives in 
this line, and it must be an accom- 
»vlished thief who eludes their vigi- 
‘ zce. Wile the operations of sbop- 
lifters are very similar, their conduct 
when caught differs in almost every 
-cso. Somo of them indulge in mock 
.ysteries and create a scene that gives 
their arrest a great deal of publicity. 
These are generally professionals. 
Others fallina faint and are carried to 
the searching-room. Quite a number 
pretend thatthey are under the infiu- 
ence of morphine or some other opiate, 
and say that they did not know what 
they were doing. Occasionally we get 
one whoassumes an air of dignity that 
would do credit to & queen, and who 
fairly boils with indignation when told 
of the charges against her. But 
we seldom make a mistake, and gen- 
erally recover the stolen goods. One 
week we caused the arrest of three wom- 
on. One of them was evidently an 
old worker at the business, for on the 
way to my office she slipped the stolen 
goods from her dress and threw them in 
a waste paper basket. Of course, in 
that case, we could do nothing, for the 
articles were not found on her person. 
Such cases are very rare, as our em- 
ployes,ganerally watch the fair thieves 
so closely that they can not dispose of 
the plunder.” 

“What do they do with the stolen 
goods?” 

‘*That depends upon the character of 
the thief. Professionals have regular 
places to sell what they steal. Pawn- 
brokers get mostof the stuff taken by 
that class. Non-professionals steal 
only what they want towear, and many 
women get cnough in that way to dress 
themselves handsomely. They will take 
any thing from a pair of sboes to trim- 
mings fora hatordress. We make it 
a rule to prosecute evéry person de- 
tecteddn stealing, no matter who it is. 
Neither tears nor money will shield 
anybody caught shoplifting in this 
house. We are first careful to make no 
arrests without conclusive evidence of 
guilt, and with that at hand prosecu- 
tion invariably follows. Jtis the only 
Way wo can protect ourselves against 
this class of criminals.” 


PREHISTORIC ANIMALS. 


Why They Muay De COonsilered the True 
Lullders of the I’yramids. 

All the magnificent buildings of Paris 
are madc of limestone taken from quar- 
rie§ near the city. These quarries are 
composed of layers made entirely from 
the tiny shells of microscopic animals. 
No less than one hundred and thirty- 
seven species exist in these limestone 
beds. There were other little beings, 
not so small, that did an enormous 
share of rock-building. They have re- 
ceived the name ‘‘nummulities,” from 
the Latin word ‘‘nummus,” meaning 
“money,” because their shells resemble 
coins. In Germany they are commonly 
called the “devil’s money.” They are 
so. perfectly formed that one can not 
help thinking, om first looking at them, 
that they have been stamped with a die. 
In some places mountains of great 
height are made of their shells. In 
Egypt the layers are of such extent 
that since centuries before Christ the 
rock hes been used for building pur- 
poses. The anciont pyramids and the 
Sphinx are mado of this rock. 

Beds of lignite, a kind of half-finished 
coal, are alse found among the rocks of 
this age. 
amber, which is only fossil resin from a 
species of pine tree. Itis abuadant on 
the shores of the German ocean. In- 
sécts are often found preserved in it as 
perfect as on the day they were impris- 
oned. The first bee of all the ages was 
found in amber, “‘an embalmed corpse 
in a crystal coffin.” With it were found 
fragmefits of flower and lIvaf, as if the 
resin dropped on the flower upon which 
the bee bad alighted, and enveloped 
both.—8St Nicholas.
